1* Forwarded in one cooy only Is SL2/4591 dated 2 July 1951, containing 
the results of interrogation of Tanas HERCZEG by CIC in Salsbtarg, as prorlsed 
In para* 1 of UAVA-8752 (para* 2, VIilII-5674)# 

2« This interrogation contrlbutaa little to the Ferenc FAFKAS case, but 
©▼•n that little is not wholly negligible. It is at leact conflraed that the 
two nen tell identical stories concerning their period of acquaintance and 
their escape from Hungary* (HiSiCZSG, a casual contact of FArJiAS as it anreers, 
has Bade no attenpt at all to interest ISIS or other agencies in hln, eo it is 
regarded as unlikely that he toe is a penetration agent) « That FAFKAS should 
1 are told HERC^kX} in general the saoe story as that which he has used throxigh* 
out his interrogation in Vienna is not in itself of any probatlTe force i it 
merely shows that FARIJIS has been consistent in his account of himself, even 
though the account may be entirely fabircated* 

3* he agreed with the conclusion reached in nara* 3 of the attachment, 
and consequently did not follow throiigh *7lth another interrogation of HERCZ^

5. C J queried FaRKAS concerning Ids connection with any of the persons 
■entioned in the (HiOSSZ trial in Hungary but without any appreciable result. 
FA2UU6 states volubly and repeatedly that his gremp has made its contacts 
within pro-Church circles but without directly involving Church personalities* 
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6 . W« invite the attention of Headquarters to still another parallel 
aoeotmi of the *101116 Guard* which appeared in USFA, G»2 Special Biweekly 
Report 146 dated 22 June 1951* This concerned the foundation of a VMte 
Guard unit in Csepreg on 10 January 1950 by one Antal MAJ(B0S3I, a radio 
repainan^ who allegedly operated a radio set from the hoo.e of hie employer 9 
lailla SZOhCSAin, to c^aunieete with ex-officers of the HxmgariaB 
Gendaraerie now in Ore*. Ar. armed uprising was pla^^ned for 15 March 1951 » 
but just before that date the group was rounded up by the AVR^ possibly at 
the instigation of MAJ0R0SS7 himself • {Comoare the story mentioned in 

para. 1 of VISI-5545).

4* FARl^.AS was extreively dissatisfied with the nC8t*war fhingsrian political pRrliea 
aad while ttadylof In Debrecen, he heoane Involved in the revival of the old 
Christ Ian Socialist F»rty In collaboration with Professor (fmx) KARAtSOHT 
(doubtless identical with Or. Sandor ICAaACSCIDT! nentioned In the ^18 interro- 
gation of FAKrAS) and so«e aonks, whose neees are nnJmown. rt'BCZTO alto knew 
that FAJBKA5 was a aenber of the Fhlte Ooard resistance organ 1 set Ion, bat he 
coaid supply no detsilt on either the party or the reslatance grcap* He 
believes that the res 1 stance gronp has 6 - 7000 eenbers with weapons burled In 
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Um Bakooy a&d flBKAS told Mb thot he had he«B eent to the Vest to 

BBhe eotttoot vith fiuB^Brl&B oxlle grouoe- H73CZ20 hoe no knovled^ of 
fkSOLkS* present vhereeboats hot helleres It likely that he was sent book 
to Raacary on a BieBion for CIC.
